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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 39, 41 and 46-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Those claims recite monitoring and adjusting temperature and/or pressure, sensing 
and controlling a gas stream based on moisture, and pressurizing and/or heating a gas at first and 
second pressures and/or temperatures when the gas reaches a first or second levels and/or 
temperatures. However examiner does not find a sufficient description in the specification such 
that one skilled in the art is enabled to reproduce these recitations. Because these recitations are 
not enabling from the specification, those claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph. Examiner bases further rejections under the assumption the each of these rejected 
claims are enabling under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 39, 41 and 46-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Those claims recite monitoring and adjusting temperature 
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and/or pressure, sensing and controlling a gas stream based on moisture, and pressurizing and/or 
heating a gas at first and second pressures and/or temperatures when the gas reaches a first or 
second levels and/or temperatures. However examiner does not find a sufficient antecedent basis 
in the specification such that one skilled in the art can perform these recitations. Because these 
recitations lack antecedent basis from the specification, those claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. Claim 41 is written such that is depends upon itself. This self- 
dependency fails to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In summary, claims 39, 41, and 46-49 fail to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Examiner bases 
further rejections under the assumption the each of these rejected claims are not indefinite under 
35 US.S. 112 second paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 34-41 and 44-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Farrag (U. S. Pat. 5,513,445) or Wen et al. (U. S. Pat. 5,553,395) or Vassiliou et al. (U. S. Pat. 
5,558,842). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 42, 43 and 46-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over. 
Farrag (U. S. Pat. 5,513,445) or Wen et al. (U. S. Pat. 5,553,395) or Vassiliou et al. (U. S. Pat. 
5,558,842). 

Farrag or Wen et al. or Vassiliou et al. discloses the claimed invention except for the 
tilting, the sensing, or the plurality of vessels. It would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to modify the teachings of Farrag, Wen et al., or Vassiliou et al. to provide the tilting, the 
sensing, or the plurality of vessels, since applicant has not disclosed that the tilting, the sensing, 
or the plurality of vessels solves any stated problem in a new or unexpected way or is for any 
particular purpose which is unobvious to one of ordinary skill and it appears that the claimed 
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feature does not distinguish the invention over similar features in the prior art since, the method 
of Farrag, Wen et al. or Vassiliou et al. will perform the invention as claimed by the applicant 
with any orienting, or sensing, or number of vessels.

All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application.
